Further evidence was given in the case of 
James Humphreys, who was charged on re- 
mand with obtaining money by falsely repre- 
senting that he was collecting on behalf of 
the Legion of Ex-Service Men. 

Joseph Dempsey, provision merchant, Clan- 
brassil street, stated that at about the 
beginning of May the accused man called at 
his shop and asked him whether he was 
willing to subscribe towards food or relief 
tickets. He agreed, and Humphreys said 
that the Irish branch of the British Legion 
of Ex-Service Men was about to issue relief 
tickets.

He 
then produced a book containing a list of 
traders and sums which they had subscribed. 
On the strength of this the witness gave 
him ten shillings. 

About two weeks afterwards, accused man 

asked the witness whether he had got the 
tickets yet, and afterwards said that they 
would be coming along in a few days. 

Two other traders gave similar evidence. 

The accused man was further remanded 
in custody.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 
a Mhig my letter to you, one am 
nstant, ve the opportunity oí read- 
the official repoit of the debate in the 
Dail on the 9th instant on the Universities 
and Coileges Vote.

Per he letter fróm the Ministry of Education 
suggesting that the Governing Body should 
appoint representatives on the Conference is 
dated 7th. November, 1924. The Governing 
Body, at its meeting on the 20th of the 
same , appointed its representatives, 
and their names were immediately com- 
municated to the Ministry. I believe that 
this commanication, in common with other

The first. meeting of the Conference was 
held on the 10th. November, 1925, almost 
exactly twélve months after the appointment 
by the Governing Body of the College of its 
representatives. Galway College had been 
twitted with want of earnestness, hut who can 
find here any trace of that estimable quality 
evinced by the Ministry of Education or the 
Fovernment ; and how can the Minister of 
Finance make the lateness of the date of 
the Conference report an excuse for leaving 
Galway College out of consideration? 

But this is not the only propcsal made by 
the Governing Body of the College. In 
October. 19235, it submitted a scheme for 
agricultural education to the Mimistry of 
Agriculture. {t was drawn up by two 
Professors of the College, after having visited 
the principal centres of agricultural education 
both in this country and in Great Britain. 
The scheme is in itself a valuable contribu- 
tion to agricnitural literature, and deals 
especially with the needs of the Connacht 
farmer. The receipt of it by the Ministry 
of Agriculture was. so far as I can ascertain, 
unacknowledged. In this connection, I may 
mention that the Minister for Finance stated 
in the Dail that '“the Conference which sat 
recently did not refer to the Agricultural 
Faculty.” So far from this being the case, 
one whole page, page 13, is taken up with a 
scheme for the establishment of a Faculty

BANK RAID, . - 


MID-DAY ROBBERY IN 
CO. WEXFORD.

robbery at the Munster and Leinster Bank at 
Bunclady, Co. Wexford, on the 18th Decem- 
ber last was recalled oo iná when six 

oung men were put on trial. 

: Andrew Dowling, John Kenny, Laurence 
Murphy, Luke Dwyer, Thomas Hanly and 
James Keegan pleaded not guilty to an in- 
dictment charging. them. with conspitacy to 
rob the bank, and, while armed, together with 
other persons, with stealing approximately 
£147 lls. 6d. from the bank. They were 
further charged with the possession of fire- 
arms with intent to enda life or cause 
serious injury, and also with obstructing 
elan, Power and McCabe. 
MARCH THROUGH VILLAGE. 

Opening the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Carn said that at about one o'clock in 
the afternoon of the 18th December a number 
of men appeared in the village of Bunclady, 
which was about twelve miles from Ennis- 
corthy. , They were in military formation, and 
marched through the village two deep, all 
heavily armed with rifles, guns and revolvers, 
and some wearing masks. They seized two 
motor cars, and then “held up ” the local 
Civic Guards. A guard was put on the door 
of the Munster and Leinster Bank by the 
raiders, while a.large sum of money was 
taken. 

There was a “touch ”’ of Chicago about this 
raid. One of the defendants—Murphy—had 
travelled, and had brought home his experi- 
ences. He and Kenny were afterwards found 
in a Dublin hotel, where they passed as ‘‘ Mr. 
Hacket ” and “ Mr. Brown.”’ 

GUARDS DRIVEN INTO SHOP. 

William P. Beveridge, accountant in the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, said that at 2.30 
p.m. on the 18th December the bank was 
raided by about ten men, all disguised, except 
one, who came in after the others went ir to 
the office. They were armed with revolvers 
and shot-guns. The witness and the manager 
refused to comply with the order of 
** Hands up.” 

The witness identified Dowling. 

Patrick F. Byrne, manager of the bank, 
said that the raiders remained in the bank 
for about twenty minutes. When they were 
searching the place he sh~uted that the 
military had arrived, and the raiders rushed 
out and got into two motor cars.

Dr. Gogarty said that he objected to the 
system of appointing substitutes for National 
teachers who were members of the Orreachtas. 

Mr. Farren said that so far as he could 
understand from the statement of the Presi- 
dent, the Joint Committee was to report 
whether employés of local authorities or 
national school teachers could become members 
of the Legislature, and that if the Joint Com- 
mittee reported that they should not legisla- 
tion would be introduced to give effect to that 
recommendation. There were at present im 
the Dail and Senate employés of local au- 
thorities and national teachers. Was it pro- 
posed to deprive them of the right they en- 
joyed under the Constitution? 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that there should be 
nothing to prevent a national teacher from 
being elected if people wanted to elect him, 
but if he was elected he should take his 
choice between doing the work for which he 
was employed or attending the business of 
the Legislature. There was no reason why 
a teacher should occupy the dual position. 

HONOUR AND DIGNITY. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats said that he strongly 
opposed the motion on the grounds that the 
honour. and dignity of the House were in- 
volved. They had great respect for the Pre- 
sident, he said, but they could not agree 
with him when he asked them to appoint a 
Committee “which would possibly disqualify 
certain members of the House from the right 
to be elected and to sit. They owed it to 
the dignity and the honour of the House not 
to permit any kind of committee or tribunal 
to call into question the right to be elected 
and sit unless a very strong case had been 
made for it. No case whatever had been made 
for the resolution. 

They would have important matters relat- 
ing to education before the Oireachtas in the 
next two or three years, and it was very 
necessary that the opinion of the teachers 
should be eC | in both Houses, and 
that they should have the assistance of 
the expert knowledge of the teachers.

He did 
not think that Mr. O’Connell’s position would 
be affected by the motion, but where a man 
with such technical knowledge had been found 
once he could be found again, and his tech- 
nical knowledge would be wanted in that 
House during the next two or three years, 

CONTROL OF SCHOOLS. 

Some months ago the organisation of 
teachers passed a resolution on the question 
of the control of schools for building and 
maintenance. Considerable opposition was 
raised against that by the managers—and it 
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VALUATION OF DECONTROLLED 
HOUSES. 

The Report stage of the Increase of Rent 
and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Bill, 
1926, was next taken up. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to 
Clause 4, which, in effect, aimed at raising 
the valuation of bonus to be decontrolled in 
June, 1927, from £40 to £45. He said that 
as the bill was introduced this figure stood 
at £52, and in Committee it was reduced to 
£40. He sought to raise the figure to £45. 
Many people had been forced by the shortage 
of houses to take houses at very high rents, 
and houses of high valuation in many cases 
were occupied by low-paid clerical workers. 
If control were taken off the houses occupied 
by that class of person a very considerable 
amount of hardship would accrue. 

Mr. O Higgins said that he had gone to 
some trouble to find out the proportions of 
the matter, and just what the effect of the 
proposals would be. He found that in the 
urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar 
there were 4,474 houses with a valuation not 
exceeding £25, 1,350 with a valuation exceed- 
ing £25, but not exceeding £30; 1,098 of 
valuation not exceeding £40, and 657 houses 
of a valuation exceeding £40, making a total 
of 7,559. 

In Clontarf East out of a total of 838 
houses there were 562 houses with a valua- 
tion not exceeding £25; 126 exceeding £25 in 
valuation, but not exceeding £30; 99 honses 
did not exceeding £40 in valuation, and 51 
only exceeded £40. In Clontarf West 39 
out. of 1,748 houses were of the valuation of 
£40. 

That gave them, said Mr. O'Higgins, 
some concéption of the proportion and just 
what its reaction would be. In fact, it 
meant that none but very large houses, the 
rents of which in 1914 would be £75 or £80 
a year, would be decontrolled after June 
next year. 

POSITION IN CORK. 

As regarded houses outside the Metro- 
politan area, which Senator O’Farrell’s 
amendment proposed to decontrol at £35, 
instead of £30 valuation, in Cork out of a 
total of 11,827 only 336 houses exceeded the 
valuation of £30, 10,966 were not above 
£20 valuation, 332 were valued _be- 
tween £20 and £25, 193 exceeded £25, 
valuation, but did not exceed £30. So that 
only 336 houses in Cork were above the valua- 
tion figures fixed by the bill for the first 
period of decontrol. 

In Kilkenny only 49 houses out of 1,978 
were of a valuation exceeding £30, and in 
Carlow out of 1,156 only 15 were upwards of 


Mr. O'Farrell said that these figures did 
not in any way affect the justice of his cage, 

The amendment was declared host. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved a further amendment 
to increase the decontrol valuation from £25 to 
£30 in the case of houses in the metropolitan 
area. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to re- 
duce the increase in the standard rent from 
20 per cent. to 15 per cent. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. O'Higgins proposed an amendment to 
insure that in respect of the period, June, 
1923-June, 1926, the landlord should not be 
entitled to a greater permitted increase than 
that given by the 1923 Act It was suggested 
in a letter which appeared in the Press—and 
he would like to mention the matter with 
gratitude—that the wording of the bill pos- 
sibly went farther than was intended, and 
that it would enable the landlord to recover 
this permitted further increase over a period 
to which it was not intended to apply. The 
intention was simply to validate agreements, 
provided that these agreements were within 
the range permitted by the legislation then 
existing. 

The amendment was accepted. 

A Government amendment was accepted, 
enabling the Court to correct any error or 
omissions in a statutory notice if satisfied 
that it-is due to a bona fide mistake on the 
part of the landlord. 

The report stage was passed, and Standing 
Orders having been suspended, the final stage 
of the bill was carried. 


COURT OFFICERS BILL, 
POSITION OF TWO HIGH 


SHERIFFS. 

The Committee Stage of the Courts Offi- 
cers Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Haughton moved an amendment to de- 
lete Section 50, and substitute—‘' No appoint- 
ment shall be made to the office of High 
Sheriff after the passing of this Act, pro- 
vided that the tenure of any existing High 
Sheriff shall in no case be affected.’’ He said 
that the amendment referred to two High 
Sheriffs who had taken office at a time when 
considerable danger had existed. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that it would be an 
absurd thing to have an important. legal title 
with no duty or responsibility simply to cater 
for the vanity of two individuals. 

Mr. Haughton withdrew the amendment, 
stating that he hoped before the Report stage 
the Minister would reconsider the matter. 
Mr. Haughton moved an amendment, which 
was defeated by 21 votes to 10, requiring that 
an order for the closing of local Probate Regis 
try offices should be laid before each House 
for 21 days, and be subject to amendment or 
annulment.

SHANNON POWER. 
TO THE FDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I was much interested in the leading 
article in your issue of to-day dealing with 
science in Ireland, but I should be glad to 
know on what grounds Dr. Hugh Ryan 
suggests that the Shannon scheme is not likely 
to give rise to great electro-chemical in- 
dustries. While admitting that the cost of 
electric current from the Shannon cannot com- 
pare for cheapness with the hydro-electric 
stations of Niagara and Scandinavia, this does 
not seem to rule out the possibility of electro- 
chemical manufacture as a whole on this 
account only. There are several industries of 
great importance to Ireland which, while re- 
quirmg electric current in bulk, are not 
absolutely dominated by the cost of current. 
Thus the manufacture of crude calcium 
cyanamide for nitrate fertiliser purposes or 
the production of ammonia, with the manufac- 
ture of pure aluminium as a by-product, by 
the Serpek process both offer possibilities, 

Furthermore, 1 should like to. ask Professor 
Ryan why do “these industries demand a 
world market ”? If Ireland's requirements for 
nitrogenows manures was entirely supplied 
from the Shannon, some 9,000 kw. years could 
be utilised, and some 12,000 tons of lime 
quarried by men, numbers of whom are at 
present unemployed. The following table 
shows how little the cost of power affects the

There was 
a time, not so very long ago, when Trinitv 
Week was one of the greatest social 
functions of the season. Of recent years 
it has shared the fate of many other once 
brilliant institutions; but its promoters 
never lost heart, and now they are be- 
ginning to reap their reward. If the 
weather is friendly to-day, the College 
Park is likely to recapture some of the 
glories of ancient years, when Trinity pro- 
duced athletes as famous as her scholars 
and the College Races were regarded as a 
nursery of Irish champions. The College 
clubs are beginning once more to turn 
out young men who can rival the 
feats of the great men of former genera- 
tions. Dublin is badly in need of a 
social revival. Apart from Punchestown 
and the Horse Show, the season offers 
virtually no opportunity for a display of 
brightness. Our capital is running the 
risk of becoming drab and uninteresting, 
and our womenfolk, once reckoned among 
the best dressed of their sex in Europe, 
are being exposed to the dreadful taunt 
of dowdiness. Men in this country almost 
have forgotten how to dress. A silk hat 
nowadays is an object of derision rather 
than of respect, and the apparel of some 
of our young men is an outrage on 
masculine taste. Trinity Week twenty 
years ago was a fashionable event, during 
which an undergraduate would not have 
dared to appear in the College Park attired 
like a caricature of an American golf pro- 
fessional.

Mr. Baldwin’s Plan. 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s statement on the 
coal situation, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, ought to appeal to all men 
of common-sense. The stoppage in the 
coalfields has been in progress now for 
nearly seven weeks, and the parties to the 
dispute seem to be as far apart as ever 
No advance has been made 
towards a settlement, and in these 
circumstances the Prime Minister has 
announced that he intends to break the 
deadlock. Stubbornness and folly, he 
declares, are ruining the most important 
British industry; and, no matter which 
side “wins” the strike, everybody is 
certain to be in a much worse position 
at the end than at the beginning. The 
basic fact which underlies the whole situa- 
tion is that labour costs must be reduced. 
Mr. Baldwin said that before the stoppage 
no less than 75 per cent. of Britain’s total 
coal output was being produced at a loss.

Whether agreement was reached or not. 
the Government would introduce the Bill 
within the next few days, and hoped to 
pass it during the present session. 

If a settlement was reached on this basis, 
the three million pounds available might 
be better utilised in meeting the needs of 
those miners who had been displaced from 
the pits. Finally, Mr. Baldwin appealed 
to both parties to make a further effort to 
arrive at an agreement by negotiation. 

Mr. Hartshorn, for the Labour Party, 
declared that the Prime Minister’s speech 
lad increased the gravity of the situation. 
He urged that the only remedy lay in the 
unification of the mines. Sir R. Horne 
supported the Prime Minister’s appeal, 
but Sir John Simon doubted whether an 
extension of working hours would solve 
the problem. 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland, replying for the 
Government, seid that a committee would 
be appointed to inquire into the question 
of selling syndicates. 

A Labour motion for the reduction of 
the vote was then rejected, and the House 
rose.

SOVIET’S REPLY. TO 
BRITISH NOTE. 
HM———— 


MOSCOW, Tuesday. 

In reply to the British memorandum, the 
Soviet Government to-day handed a Note to 
the British Chargé d’ Affaires, pointing out 
that there exists in the Soviet Union no 
general prohibition against the remittance of 
raoney abroad, the only restriction on such 
remittances being the »bligation of obtaining 
a permit in every case. 

Expressing, as it does, the will of the work- 
men and peasants of the Soviet Union, the 
Soviet Government could not prohibit the 
trade unions, comprising millions of workers 
of Soviet Russia, from sending money abroad 
in aid of trade unions of another country. 

The Soviet Government, at the same time, 
calls the British Government's attention to 
the incompatibility with the real facts, and 
with normal relations between Governments, 
of the statements of some of its members, 
alleging that the sums remitted to the British 
Trades Union Council were sent by the 
‘Soviet Government, when, in reality, they 
had been forwarded by the Council of Labour 
Unions of Soviet Russia, in agreement with 
the Central Committee of the Soviet Trades 
Unions.—(Reuter.)

FINANCE. 


“INTERNATIONAL UNITY” 
i AND 
“INTERNAL STABILITY.”

‘““ Adherence to standard values represented 
by the commerce of the countries with which 
you are most closely allied is absolutely 
jundamental. That is not ali. It is quite as 
in:portant from a business man’s point of 
view that he should have stability of price 
level as that he should hare unity of 
standard.’ 

So said the Chairman of the Banking 
Commission last week to the members»of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce of the 
Irish Free State. Clear as his pronouncement 
appeared to be, many of those who heard it 
regretted that Professor Willis did not add 
some hint how these two ‘ fundamental ”’ 
aims might be jointly achieved. If the 
Banking Commission has discovered the neces - 
sary formula, which will reconcile hitherto 
incompatible ends, its findings should have 
profoundly beneficial reactions far beyond the 
bounds of the Free State; and these benefits 
will not be confined to the business com- 
munity. Organised Labour will have cause 
to rejoice in so far as periodic unemployment 
will no longer remain an essential by-product 
of commercial competition. Professor Willis’s 
unexpected statement is, therefore, a particu- 
larly appropriate and stimulating introduction 
to the next phase of our enquiry. 


“UNITY OF STANDARD ” 
ND 


a 

“STABILITY OF PRICE LEVEL." 

Professor Willis, in the course of his 
address, drew applause when he declared that 
“the business man wanted a ‘unit of 
value ’—a ‘standard of. unity '—that others 
could understand, suitable to his trade, and 
tc those with whom he was closely allied.’’ 
His hearers accepted this statement as a 
clear expression of the view that the future 
Tree State “unit of value,” whatever its 
form, should conform to the British ‘‘ standard 
of unity.” and it, therefore, becomes im- 
portant to inquire as to possible means 
whereby our future Free State currency may 
be made to conform ‘to the ‘‘standard’’ of 
tie business and financial interests with 
which the Free State is ‘‘most closely 
allied’’—viz., those of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. We may then enquire 
how much standards could be reconciled with 
** stability of price level.’’ 

Confining our present enquiry to principles, 
and avoiding all merely technical node. 
tions, we may group such possible expedients 
as would insure the elimination of variable 
exchange values (which, Professor Willis 
warns us, would “in the last analysis have a 
settled tendency to cut off one country from 
auother’’) under four reasonably clear head- 
ings as follows :— - 

(1) The development of an international 
currency controlled by the League of Nations. 
or by some other international authority. 

(2) Effective agreement within a limited 
group of States—say, between Great Britain, 
tle U.S.A., and the Free State—upon some 
form of currency that might be treated as 
‘legal tender ’’ in each associated country. 

(3) Reversion to an _ absolute ‘gold 
standard’’ or the adoption of a modified 

gold exchange standard” plus _ effective 
sanctions for its international observance; 
and 

(4) General or limited international agree- 
ment to apply some type of ‘‘ credit reform ”’ 
principles to currency and exchange problems. 

If Professor Willis and his colleagues are 
framing proposals which aim at either (1) or 
(2) of these principles, their courage and their 
vision should command not alone our heartiest 
good wishes, but all forms of practical support 
that may lie in our power. As practicable 
means to the solution of our immediate pro- 
blem, we must, however, rule them out for 
one practical and overwhelming reason. When 
any nation yields control of its currency to an 
external or joint authority, it thereby de facto 
concedes control of its armed forces to the 
same authority. It does so because uncon- 
ditional control of their own currency is the 
final weapon which nations possess in the 
event of war. However profoundly we may 
hope for such conditions, a glance at the 
military and political map of Europe tells us 
that that day is not yet. For the same reasons 
international agreement upon any basis of 
‘credit reform’? must remain a dream until 
effective ‘‘sanctions’’ emerge which will 
govern in the whole field of international 
relationships. 


THE “GOLD STANDARD.” 

It would, therefore, seem that we are furced 
back to some form of the ‘‘ gold standard ”’ as 
the onby means whereby we can establish an 
international ‘‘unity of standard” and 
stabilisation of ‘‘ purchasing power parity. 
What, then, is the ‘‘ gold standard,” which, 
in spite of vigorous and weighty opposition, 
seems to be winning its way back to inter- 
national favour? In the fewest and simplest 
words, it is merely a convention, or an 
acquired habit, under which the commercial 
nations of the world have agreed (a) to 
standardise the money value of gold; (b) that 
all other forms of paper. or metallic currency 
should be ultimately exchangeable for gold at 
that fixed money value; and (c) that inter- 
national balances should ultimately be re- 
coverable in gold at the same fixed price. If 
we assume the existence of a Free State 
currency and of an “‘ adverse trade balance,”’ 
the Free State under a gold convention would 
be liable to ship gold coin or “ bullion” to 
other countries to the full extent of its adverse 
balances. Whether such shipments would 
actually be made, or pledges given for 
equivalent values in the form of externa! 
loans. is a refinement not immediately relevant 
to the present stage of our investigation. It 
should be clearly apprehended, however, that 
such loans under any “gold” or “go 
exchange” system would ultimately become 
payable in gold—and in gold alone. Failure 
to make such goid shipments, or to issue 
acceptable external loans in their stead, would 
mean an automatic repudiation of the gold 
standard, depreciated paper currency, adverse 
exchanges and commercial collapse.  . 

To inquire exactly why gold was originally 
adopted, and still obtains international favour, 
as a measure or symbol of value would un- 
necessarily complitate our inquiry and lead us 
into many difficult technical speculations. It 
is sufficient for the moment to say that under 
the gold standard world prices have risen or 
fallen in a definite, though not by any means 
exact, relationship to the world’s increases or 
decreases in the annual production of gold. 


CAN THE “GOLD STANDARD” BE 
MADE IRRECOVERABLE? 

Before passing on to inquire how Prpfessor 
Willis’s second fundamental—“ stability of 
price level ’’—is likely to be affected by future 
variations in gold production, it is necessary 
to consider whether, and by what means, any 
country can bind itself finally and irrevocably 
to the gold standard. The answer is that no 
such bond is possible, that Great Britain— 
the nursery and the home of the gold standard 
—effectively abandoned it hetween 1914 and 
1919. with results some of which we have 
already reviewed. However firmly, there- 
fore, we may pledge ourselves to gold, and, 
however deeply it may become embedded in 
our national habits of mind, let us remember

PARIS, Tuesday. 

Once more France is in the throes of a 
crisis. The difficulties of the financial 
situation, which almost led to M. Péret’s 
resignation the other day during M. Briand’s 
absence at Geneva, have now proved too 
much, not only for him, but for the entire 
Cabinet. 

M. Péret drafted a letter of resignation 
more than a week ago. but, in order to 
avoid precipitating a crisis on the eve of M. 
Doumergue’s visit to England, he consented to 
suppress it, This morning there was to 
have been a Council of Ministers to consider 
the fresh fall of the franc, but at the last 
moment M. Péret saw M. Doumergcue and 
told him definitely that he intended to resign. 
M. Doumergue thereupon decided not to 
attend the Council of Ministers, which be. 
came merely a Cabinet Council. 


M. PERET'S REASONS. 

Whe. the Cabinet met, M. Péret announced 
his resignation. The reasons which M. Péret 
gave were the fall of the franc (it touched 
180.25 in the course of the day), and ‘“‘ the 
absence of a certain essential support on 
which the Government was entitled to count,”’ 
which prevented his performing his full duty. 
He added that ‘it seemed to him that he 
should render possible a Parliamentary and 
political combination, such as would corre- 
spond with public opinion, which demands 
that an effort towards union in face 
of the common danger should be made.’’ 

It is generally assumed that the phrase, 
““a ‘certain essential support on which the 
Government was entitled to count,” was a 
discreet reference to the gold reserve of the 
Banque de France, of which a few days ago 
M. Péret vainly endeavoured to obtain a 
portion as pledge for further credits abroad. 


DEBATE ADJOURNED. 

In the course of the sitting of the Chamber 
this afternoon an attempt was made to induce 
M. Briand to make a statement as to the 
Government's intentions, in face of the con- 
tinued fall of the franc. This he declined 
to do, and the Chamber supported him by 
agreeing to his proposal to adjourn financial! 
discussion until Thursday. 

Shortly after the Chamber had risen the 
Cabinet met to consider the situation. After 
deliberating for an hour, it decided to hand 
in its resignation. This was accepted by M. 
Doumergue about 7 o'clock, ‘There the posi- 
tion rests until to-morrow. 

The motion for the adjournmént of the 
financial debate until Thursday was carried 
by 509 votes to 195. The Government had, 
practically speaking, the same majority as on 
the two previous occasions. ' 


HEALTH AND EDUCATION 


ADDRESSES AT PORTRUSH 
GRAMMAR SCHO0L. 

Dr. Andrew Trimble, Chief Tuberculous 
Officer, City of Belfast, in the course of an 
address at the Ulster Unionist Council 
Summer School at Portrush vesterday, dealt 
with some of the factors which have led to 
the better health and the prolongation of life 
in the community. : 

When one analysed the causes of desth in 
Belfast, he said, it was found that prevent- 
able infection and preventable infantile 
diseases have been accountable for at least 
50 per cent. of ‘the total deaths. He 
emphasised the fact that still greater progress 
inight be made if people understood the im- 
portance of cleanliness as a bulwark against 
infection and a proper and adequate nourish- 
ment in enabling the body to resist disease. 

Dr. Trimble, in conclusion, advocated the 
provision of greater facilities in elementary 
schools for o— cleanliness and for obtain- 
ing a knowledge of the facts which concerned 
health and life, especially in the final years 
before leaving school. 

Miss Faithful, M.A.. stressed the necessity 
of education for the adventure of life. Full 
and abundant life, she said, must, surely, be 
the purpose of our being here. If this be con- 
ceded, then education must be the prepara- 
tion for such a life. In this © eas rams 
education ceased to be a matter of covering a 
certain amount of ground in history or mathe- 
matics. They failed as educationalists if any 
pupil passed from their schools without the 
desire and power to continue independently 
some branch, or branches, of study, so that 
self-education could proceed apace.

THEOLOGICAL FACULTY 
CRITICISED.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland resumed its sittings in the 
Church House yesterday, Rev. R. K. Hanna 
in the chair. . 
Professor J. E. Davey submitted the report 
of the Committee on World Conference anent 
Faith and Order. The report. mentioned that 


were proceeding in various countries; but 
that there was an increased sense of the 
difficulties in the way. In Iveland there had 
been informal conversations between repre- 
sentatives of the Church of Ireland and the 
Presbyterian Church, and the utmost goodwill 
had been shown on both sides; but, so far, 
without any result, 

The Committee was empowered to select 
three delegates to the Lausanne Conference in 
July, 1927 

A good deal of discussion took place on the 
allocation of the funds at the disposal of the 
General Purposes. Committee, particular at- 
tention being paid to sums granted for college 
trustees. who are now in an =improyed 
financial position. 

On the report of the Committee on 
Public Worship, the Rev. Dr. Osborne 
read a letter from the Rev. Dr. Johnston, 
asking the issembly to give authority 
tn the Committee to prepare a draft of a 
Directory for public worship, based on the 
book entitled “ Public Worship,’ already 
issued by the Committee. The Assembly, 
however, felt that this matter could not be 
adequately considered at so late a stage in 


its proceedings, and it was understood that it | 


would be brought forward next year. 

The report on the Church House and Hall 
showed that the debt on these great build- 
ings is now almost extinguished.

THEOLOGICAL FACULTY SCHEMC. 

Principal Paul presented the report of the 
Commission on Charter of the Theologica! 
Faculty. It has been proposed to establish 
a Theological Faculty in the Queen's Univer- 
sity, Belfast, and in the scheme now put for- 
ward all the teaching will be extra mural 
The degrees will be B.D. and D.D., and the 
Faculty will have power to grant an honorary 
doctorate, 

The scheme was subjected to some criticism 
in the Assembly, mainly on the ground that, 
if the Church approves of it, and permits its 
own Charter to lapse, it will lose control and 
influence in the granting of honorary degrees. 
After discussion it was finally agreed to re- 
ceive the report and re-appoint the Commis. 
sion in charge. 

An Overture was submitted by the Rev. G. 
T. C. Clements from the Presbyteries of Dub- 
lin, Derry, and Armagh, and supported by a 
number of -members, asking the As- 
sembly to establish the Tenths Fund 
scheme, according to which bequests to 
the Sustentation Fund shall be distributed 
to beneficiaries within a period of ten years, 
and not invested unless the testator has so 
directed. 

The overture was placed on the books. 


THE CLOSING MEETING. 

The closing meeting of the Assembly was 
held last evening. 

The Rev. Dr. J. A. Bain submitted the 
report of the Continental Mission, the most 
interesting item in which was a scheme for 
the establishment of a Union College in 
Madrid, staffed by professors representative 
of the American,. Anglican, German and Irish 
Missions in Spain. If this project goes 
through, it. will be an almost unique in- 
stance of unity among the Churches, and 
that in the most difficult of fields, 

The Convener, after fourteen years’ service, 
retired from office, and was warmly thanked 
for his Jabours. The Rev. Professor Davey 
was appointed his successor. 

The Rev. J. G. Paton, in submitting the 
report on the war memorial,. paid a well- 
deserved tribute to his co-convener, the Rev.

CIDER TAX REMOVED. 

The Minister for Finance accepted, and the 
House agreed to, an amendment Captain 
Redmond exempting cider sold or kept for 
sale in the Saorstat.from the payment of 
Excise duty. 

Mr. Blythe said that the Deputy had 
brought forward his proposal annually, and 
the waste of time and the cost of printing 
the amendment were more than the proceeds 
of the duty were worth. (Laughter.)

NOT DESIRABLE. 
Continuing, the Minister said that he 
thought that it would not be politic or desir- 


| able to discriminate between foreign and home 


produced liguors. Of the home manufacture 
two-thirds were exported, and if anything 
were done to prevent that export. from 
taking place or to reduce it, it would be a 
very serious thing for the country. 

Any hope that there was for the real 
prosperity of the distilling industry depended 
on the ability of the distilling industry to 
recover the foreign markets. fi it could not 
recover those markets there would be no 
great prosperity for it at home. Any in- 
creased homa consumption that might follow 
the reduction in the tax suggested would be 
of little benefit to the distilling industry. 

There would be half a million or, perhaps, 
£700,000 of a loss from the reduction of 
22s. 6d. a gallon in the duty on spirits, and 
that would have no effect on poteen making. 
When the whiskey duty was lls, there was 
poteea making, amd the great increase in 
potecn. manufacture was chiefly due to the 
increased duty and partly to the condition 
of the country. Whatever reduction took 
place in that “industry,” it would not be 
due to a decreased tax on whiskey, unless 
they reduced the tax to lls. or 12s. That 
wonld reduce the manufacture of poteen, but 
such a reduction of tax was out of the 
question 
WHISKEY A LUXURY. 

After all, whiskey was certainly a luxury, 
and it was not a desirable thing that they 
shouid be driven to re-impose the tea duty 
and increase the duty on sugar and other 
necessities. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister if he 
realised the possible effect on the revenue 
of the closing dewn of the small breweries 
in the name-of efficiency. He suggested that 
it might be worth while cOnsidering the ques- 
tion of giving a sum of money to keep 
the smaller breweries going. If these 
breweries were closed the ' Minister of 
Finance of the future would be a puppet 
in the hands of one big brewery, who could 
threaten to transfer their business «itside the 
Free State if the Minister did not give way to 
them. 

Captain Redmond said that if any amend- 
ment were proposed giving a chance to the 
small breweries he would endeavour to be the 
first to support it. His own amendment was 
directly in the interests of consumers.. He 
could not follow the argument of the Minister 
that reduction of the duty would mean the 
transfer of taxation to necessities of life, be- 
eanse he believed that there would be a 
deficit if the duties were maintained at the 
present level. 

Mr. Lyons said that he had received reso- 
lutions from every town in Westmeath and 
Longford. asking him to do his utmost in the 
Dai! to get the price of spirits reduced in 
order to give small publicans and persons 
employed in‘ the industry an opportunity of 
living in the country. 

Mr. McBride said that unless the duty on 
whiskey were reduced they would never do 
away with poteen. If the Minister had to 
find an alternative tax, he (Mr.. McBride) did 
not see why a tax should not be put on tea. 

POTEEN-MAKING ON THE WANE. 

Mr. George Nicolls said that the poteen 
industry was never in such a parlous position 
as it was at present. It was practically 
broken in Connemara and all over the West, 
and there would soon be an end to it. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, said 
that poteen making was very much 
on the wane, particularly since the 
coming into operation of the legislation 
giving power to control certain raw material 
of the industry. All the information he 
cot from the Garda Siothcana and outside 
civilian sources pointed to the same state of 
afiairs—that it was becoming daily a, more 
difficult and dangerous matter to those who 
were engaged in it. Incidentally, owing te 
the firmness of most of the District Justices. 
it was becoming an expensive matter, follow- 
ing on detection. In Donegal it was almost 
wiped out, and along. the West, in Conne- 
mara and other places, it was very consider- 
ably reduced. It existed probably in much 
smaller proportion than ever before. 

Sir James Craig said that he was unable 
to suppert the amendm:nt. He did pot see 
how they could get over the point made by 
the Minister that he could not afford to give 
up £400,000 estimated revenue, and that if 
not obtained from the beer duty it would 
have to be taken on necessaries. 

LITTLE HOPE OF FAIR PLAY. 

A second point that weighed with him 
was doubt whether the consumer would get 
any benefit from the reduction. He had very 
little hope of getting fair play from the 
licensed trade. They had given no concession 
whatever for the 10s. per hogshead conceded 
to them lately by Messrs. Guinness. They 
had taken not the slightest notice of the 
report of the Food Commission suggesting 
that the price of stout should be 65d. a 
bottle, which would give a very good average 
profit. The price had been kept up by the 
Dublin trade at a shilling a pint and eight- 
pence a bottle for stout, whereas in Cork 
and even in the North-West, where carriage 
had to be paid on it, it was supplied at 
sixpence and sevenpence a. bottle. If a 
rebate of £1 were granted, it would be five- 
sixths of a penny per pint, and the trade 
would not take a penny off for that. 

Mr Blythe said ti) tf he had to eorrect a 
wrong impression at might come from 
Deputy Gorey’s statement. There was no 
such thing here as a higher duty on home 
made spirits than on spirits imported into 
ihe Saorstat. The Deputy’s statement might 
have been only. a slip of the tongue. 

Mr McBride said that a statement had 
been made that there was less poteen being 
made in the country now. It was certainly 
more difficuit to carry on the ‘‘ trade,’’ but 
he knew what he was speaking about, and 
he would inform deputies that the industry 
was as vigorous as ever it was. 


CHANCE A DECREASE. 

Mr. Leonard said that evervone who con- 
tributed to the seventeen millions revenue 
from drink felt that he had a grievance, and 
some of their manufactures were at the same 
time seriously threatened. Personally he 
thought that the Minister might chance for 
one year a decrease in revenue, and thereby 
please the great majority of the people, and 
give a chance to threatened industries. 

Mr. Blythe said that the position was that 
they had estimated for a certain revenue on 
the basis of the liquor duties, and if the 
amendment were accepted by the House it 
would be the duty of some Minister for 
Finance to take immediate steps, next week, 
to propose some other taxation to meet the 
loss of revenue amounting to £450,000 that 
would at once follow. In the same way, with 
the proposal for reduction of the spirit 
duties. That would necessitate the finding 
somewhere else of between £600,000 and 
£700,000. There could be no question but 
that over £1,100,000 would have to be found. 

Last year the liquor duties did not yield 
as well as had been anticipated, but they 
had a big reservoir in the arrears of income 
tax, whose collection brought them something 
like level. hat source of revenue had prac- 
tically dried up. There was no blinking the 
fact that if any of the propósed taxes Were 
reduced it would be a refusal to provide 
for the expenditure of the year. It was-hard 
to link un the “discussion that had taken 
place with regard to the small breweries 
with the amendment before the House. If 
the amendment were accepted it would be 
no benefit, but rather a disadvantage, to the 
small breweries. 

He did not want a monopoly, and he could 
see certain advantages in having a number 
of breweries in the country. But there was 
nothing alarming, from the public point of 
view, that would call for exceptional 
measures in favour of one group of manu- 
facturers as against another, both engaged in 
producing the same article in our own 
territory. It would be unsound to diserimi- 
nate in Excise duties between one group of 
manufacturers and another. That would be 
legislation against individnals. It would he 
simply proposing that efficiency and good 
organisation should be sveciallv taxed. 

THE WHIP HAND. 

There might be some justification. for such 
a course if they saw a monopoly growing up 
in the case of the supplying of an article of 
necessity, but it was quite uncalled for when 
dealing with an article of luxury. The public 


had absolutely the whip hand, and could

Professor Magennis said that the ay rere 
on the amendment had evidently brought 
terror into ‘the soul of the Minister who 
always threatened to resign when confronted 
with a situation from which he thought that 
nothing else could extricate him. It. was the 
Ministerial 8,0.S,, the threat to resign, under 
which many things had been whet g in that 
House that not have been passed. 
They did not care whether the Minister. re- 
signed or, not. 

The Minister had raised the parrot-cry 
that the revenue .must be raised, not the 
revenue suitable in amount and character to 
their State, but the revenue required to 
support the policy of the Government. The 
Minister had said that he saw no risk to the 
State in the creation of a monopoly. Was it 
the policy of the Government to stand for 
concentration, massed capital, and massed 
production that made for the destruction of 
local centres of industrial activity? 

A NECESSARY. 

He did not agree that beer or stout was a 
luxury, and everyone knew that in Northern 
elimates, particularily islands, men engaged 
in hard manual labour could not be perfectly 
healthy, and could not thoroughly digest their 
food, without the aid of alcholol. Therefore, 
to some men in certain. occupations, beer or 
stout was not a luxury but part of their daily 
refreshment. 

The members of the House adjourned for 
tea, not because there was nutriment in it, 
but because it was a stimulant “which 
enabled them to carry on thew work, and, yet 
the House was asked to refuse to the working- 
ran the stimulant necessary to him. 

Were they to destroy the industries of 
the country In order to make a small number 
of people drink less?—-and were they sure 
they would indace less drinking? It might 
be that when the small breweries closed, and 
unemployment imcreased, the people woud 
seek refuge and drink more. 

My. Daly centinued the debate, and on a 
division the amendement was lost by 34 votes 
to 17. 

Section 8 then stood as part of the bill. 

TAX ON WINES. 

Mr. Nagle moved an amendment to Section 
9, the object of which was to reduce the duty 
from 12s, to 9s. per gallon on imported wines 
of 50 degrees and not exceeding 42 degrees ot 
proof spirit to the gallon. He said that the 
difference between the duties of cheap quality 
wine and the better class of wine tended to 
encourage the huxter to stock and sell the 
cheaper wines, and also eucourage the. pub- 
licans to sell it because of the greater profit 
they would make. 

Mr. Blythe said that he did not think that 
any benefit would accrue by the adoption of 
the amendment. In regard to wine licences, 
an amending bill was in preparation, and it 
included new provisions in regard to the 
granting of licences. 

He was not in favour of increasing the duty 
on the wines of lower alcoholic content and 
decreasing it on those of a higher content, 
They would not get what the deputy desired— 
discouragement of the inferior qualities. 

The amendment was lost. 

On the motion that the section stand part 
of the bill, Major Bryan Cooper referred to 
Mr. Blythe’s statement at an earlier stage as 
to enormous profits from the sale of wines, 
and said that. apparently the Minister was 
referring to the retail trade in wines. It was 
common: knowledge that the wholesale trade 
had not been making extraordinary profits as 
compared with other trades. On the contrary, 
firms were going out of business. 

COMMERCIAL TREATY. 

He inquired whether the introduction of 
this tax would have. any effect on the negotia- 
tions for a commercial treaty with France. 

Mr. Esmnonde supported the increase in the 
tax on the understanding that was given by 
the Minister for Indnstry and Commerce at 
the conclusion of the Budget statement, to 
the efiect that the duties were liable to re- 
consideration in view of the possibility of 
driving international bargains. 

Professor Magennis mentioned that recently 
a project had heen put forward by an Italian 
combine to take from the Free State in the 
winter months quantities of dressed meat, the 
return cargoes to be certain wines and other 
products, such as the raw material of the 
brush-making industry. 

Major Cooper asked the Minister whether 
Deputy Esmonde was correct in assuming 
that the increased duty was being put on 
a basis for negotiations with wine-producing 
countries. 

Mr. Blythe—No. 

Major Cooper said that the duty might be 
justified if it were to be used as a basis for 
a commercial treaty with any of -“ those 
countries. Merely as an economic measure it 
would not bring in much revenue; it would 
check the drinking of wines, and in its 
general application would not be advantageous 
to the community or to the cause of tem- 
perance, 

Mr. Blythe said that the duty was im- 
posed, first, for the purpose of producing 
revenue at very little cost to the consumer, 
having regard to the inordinate profits in the 
revailing. of wines in publichonses. in the 
second place, it was considered undesirable 
that the alcoholic products of other countries 
should- be allowed in on a tax so much below 
that on those produced at home. The tax 
was not imposed for the purpose of bargaining 
with other countries; but it could be used for 
that purpose. 

The section was passed. 

' MOTOR CHASSIS, 

Mr. A. Byrne proposed as an amendment to 
Section 10 that the duty on motor ear chassis 
coming into the Saorstat shall cease to be 
charged from May Ist, 1926. He said that 
the amendment, if adopted, would give a fillip 
to the coachbuilding industry of the country. 

Professor Magennis and Mr. Johnson sup- 
ported the amendment. 

The Minister for Finance said that the 
amendment as it stood would not achieve 
anything except a loss to the re- 
venue of £200,000 a year, because the 
chassis and body would be _ imported 
separately, and the duty would be paid only 
on the body. j 

He could say with absolute frankness that 
the Government was distinctly sympathetic 
to the motor body building industry, and one 
of the reasons for not pursuing the project 
of getting a reciprocal free entry of motor 
ears between the Free State and Great Britain 
was that it would do away with all the pos- 
sibility of fostering the motor body building 
here. 

At present the industry had a certain 
amount of protection. On the great majority 
of cars there was a duty of 33 1-3 or 22 2-9, 
and it was contended that that was not a 
suiicient protection, and that the trade re- 
quired a preference of 55 per cent. That was 
a very hich rate of protection, and he would 
not hke to accept that figure without a good 
deal of further examination. If 55 per cent. 
were required for a long time, it was not a 
rate that he would concede. 

The motor hody industry was a new in- 
dustry, and whether 55 per cent. would 
enable it to be established would require a 
cood deal of investigation. It seemed to him 
that this was a proposal that onght to. be 
examined bv the Tariffs Commission. 

A NEW FACTORY. 

Mr. Johnson moved an amendment to 
Section 12, the effect of which was to exempt 
from duty on wearing apparel the component 
parts of corsets. He said that a factory had 
been established in Dublin for the manufac- 
ture of corsets, and was employing one 
hundred hands. 

Mr. B. O'Connor joined in the appeal to 
the Minister for the concession. 

Mr. Blythe said that the principle in deal- 
ing with such articles’ was that all identifi- 
able parts should be taxed. The people who 
started the factory knew that such was the 
law; they were given no promise, and no 
hope was held out to them that any conces- 
sions would be made. Certain people cn 
hehalf of the firm were indicating now that 
if they did not get concessions they would with- 
draw. They had heard those threats before, 
and he did not think they should take them 
too seriously. Umbrella components were a 
different case. 

Mr. Johnson said that it was not until he 
visited the factory and saw the process that 
he realised how strong the case was, He 
was not impressed by the Minister's argu- 
ments. 

Mr. Blythe remarked, amidst langhter, that 
this was the only tariff about which it had 
not been remarked that it would raise the 
cost of living to the farmer. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Progress was reported, and the Dail 
adjourned till á o'clock to-day.

wage. (Labour interruptions.) He was only 
reading the probable line of negotiations, if 
negotiations were possible. uring this 
period the Government would press on with 
their reorganisation legislation, and after the 
three months wages Would be based on ascer- 
tained .preceeds of the industry, October 
being based on July and August, and it might 
reasohably be hoped that, for a substantial 
proportion of the industry, the wages rates 
might still be maintained, if not actually in- 
creased. In any case, under the proposals 
already made by the owners, they could not in 
any district fall below the 1921 minimum. 
BILL TO BE INTRODUCED. 

With regard to reorganisation of the in- 
dustry, the Government had in preparation a 
Bill, which they hoped to introduce in a few 
days, to give effect to the recommendations 
of the Commission requiring legislation. 
They thought that it might be possible to 
pass this into law this session. It was likely 
ty have an immediate effect upon the industry. 
If a settlement were come to on any such lines 
as he had indicated, the money available from 
the Government, amounting to about three 
million pounds, could be usefully spent in 
assisting to meet the needs of the miners who 
were displaced from the pits. The Govern- 
ment intended to go on. (Cheers.) He trusted 
that the two parties to the dispute might even 
now come together, and try to reach a settle- 
ment by negotiation aud agreement. (Cheers.) 


LABOUR DISSATISFIED. : 
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HARTSHORN’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. Hartshorn declared, amid Labour 
cheers, that the statement of the Prime 
Minister, so far from easing the situation, had 
added to the serious existing difficulties, The 
coal problem could not be solved on the lines 
indicated by the Premier. There was in the 
industry no foundation on which to build a 
settlement, and the very first thing to do was 
to create a foundation. In view of the coal- 
owners’ own statement of the position of the 
industry, it passed his comprehension how 
the Government could put forward the eight 
hours’ day as a solution. 

The first thing necessary to solve the pro- 
blem was unification, and the second was to 
prevent the undercutting and underselling ao 
characteristic of the industry and so ruinous 
in its results. As it was, he could not see the 
end of this controversy, and if anyone thought 
that the miners were going to call off this 
strike after three or even six months he 
certainly was mistaken. 

Sir Robert Horne was unable to congratulate 
Mr. Hartshorn on having made any con- 
structive suggestion, save the vague general 
suggestion of unification. He had said nothing 
about what was to be done to meet the 
appalling losses during the long period of 
amalgamation, and they could not go on giving 
colossal doles to the coal industry at the 
expense of trades even more depressed. The 
plan of the Prime Minister for a longer work- 
ing day would reduce costs by something over 
2s. a ton, and enable the industry to compete 
in the world’s markets. 

Sir Robert was so frequently interrupted 
by Labour members that at length Mr. Hope, 
the Chairman, said that unless they exercised 
more restraint -he would be compelled to 
report that disorder had arisen, and the 
sitting would be suspended. After this there 
was a little more quiet, and Sir Robert asked 
whether the miners really desired that the 
coal industry should be a burden on the rest 
of the community, He could not believe it, 
and he appealed to them to make some 
sacrifice in the intertsts of thé nation. 

THE INDUSTRY A “ GAMBLE.” 

Sir Alfred Mond, dealing with the funda- 
mental economic problems in the coal indus- 
try, declared that it should be converted into 
an organised industry. At present it was a 
gamble, slumps and booms succeeding one 
another in a violent and alarming manner. 
We were now in the slump period, but the 
boom would come. In the meantime, he 
suggested trying arbitration as a way out of 
the “ Slough of Despond.”’ 

Sir John Simon was dubious as to the 
effect of the Prime Minister’s proposals. It 
was a new departure for the Government to 
announce ifs intention to introduce legisla- 
tion, whatever the parties to the dispute 
might, or might not. do. the change was 
significant. As to the extension of working 
hours, it was plausible to argue that it was 
preferable to a reduction in wages, but the 
spokesman on the other side had made it 
clear that the men were definitely of another 
opinion, Personally, he questioned whether, 
in the existing condition of the industry. ex- 
tended hours would solve the problem. - 

Mr. William Adamson expressed his dis- 
approval of the Prime Minister’s speech by 
moving the reduction of the vote by £100. 
Supporting the motion for reduction. Mr. 
Smillie regarded Mr. Baldwin as a kindly. 
humane person, who would like to do his 
best for all parties; but unfortunately for 
himself he was surrounded by people who 
had forced him into his present position. Mr. 
Adamson suggested that, as the country had 
passed the Seven Hours Act the nation should 
he consulted before any change was made in 
the working conditions in the industry. 

Mr. Clynes regarded the debate as entirely 
fruitless. Indeed, peace had been further 
postponed. All the worst features of objec- 
tionable proposals had been gathered together 
and put forward by the Prime Minister, with 
the only result that working people would 
henceforth cease to trust him. 

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland replied «2 the 
debate, and mentioned that it was the inieo- 
tion of the Government to set up a committee 
to inquire into the question of selling syndi- 
cates. On the general question he added 
littlesto what Mr. Baldwin had already said. 
Sir Henry Page Croft rose to continue the 
debate at five minutes to eleven o’clock, but 
the Labour Party refused to listen to him, 
and in the uproar not a word of his speech 
reached the Press gallery. 

On a division the motion for the reduction 
of the vote was. rejected by 299 votes to 138. 
The House then rose. 
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POSITION BECOMING ACUTE. 

The industrial position on the Tyneside is 
daily becoming acute, as a result of the coal 
stoppage. The paralysis of shipping has 
thrown large numbers of men out of employ- 
ment, and idle tonnage on the river increased 
during May by more than 100,000 tons, while 
coal shipments were a million and a quarter 
tons down. 

Many works are experiencing difficulty im 
getting raw materials. Palmers. of Stebburn 
ind Jarrow, complain of shortage of steel 
supplies, and Swan and Hunter state that 
they will not be able to keep going much 
longer with the stocks in hand, the works 
frem which they usually draw supplies being 
closed down. 

A big fleet of fishing vessels is laid up at 
Shields throuch want of coal.

“var á at any rate, affirm that the 
gold standard has never wiped out whole 
social classes, as paper money has done all 
over the Continent. . . . Gold is not a 
perfect standard of value; it is certain that 
paper has shown itself a still more imperiect 
one.”” : 


GOLD AND PRICE LEVELS. 

We now turn to Professor Willis's second 
“ fandamental,'” and to inquire whether the 
gold standard—or any other means of auto- 
matically adjusting international money 
values—can also be relied upon to maintain 
internal price levels. _ Here again we shall 
consult Mr. J. M. Keynes and compare his 
view with Dr. Gregory’s quoted above. On 
page 164 of “Monetary Reform ” he says :-— 

“The restoration of the gold standard 
certainly will not give us complete stability 
of internal prices, and can only give complete 
stability of the external exchanges if all 
other. countries. also restere- the gold 
standard. 

Again, on page 172, he says :— 

“ Ín truth. the gold standard is already a 
barbarous relic. ‘All of us, from the Governor 
of the Bank of England downwards, are now 
primarily interested in preserving the 
stability of business, prices and employment, 
and are not likely, when the choice is forced 
on us, deliberately to sacrifice these to out- 
worn dogma.”’ ' 

The reasons which Mr. Keynes assigns for 
these conclusions, very briefly stated, are, 
that the gold standard in recent years 
has failed fo maintain any real 
semblance of stability in price levels: 
that ita reactions have been arbitrary and 
spasmodic; that it would perforce have been 
abandoned years ago had it been preserved in 
its purity instead of being frequently adapted 
to changing conditions by manipulation of 
bankers and Finance Ministers; and, finally, 
that its most ardent advccates now propose to 
restore it merely as a basis for ‘“‘ managed” 
currencies. 

So rested the nicely balanced struggle 
between Opposing experts until the British 
Government recently “ plumped” for a gold 
exchange standard. That decision—based ap- 
parently upon agreements between the Bank 
of England, the U.S.A. Federal Reserve 
Board and British Treasury experts—means at 
least that gold is once more to be an 
equilibrating medium in international settle- 
ments. Whether it can ever again regain its 
dominating influence in world currencies is, 
for many reasons, at least open to serious 
doubt. It would seem to be much mere pro- 
babie that it will simply be employed as the 
basis for ‘‘managed”’ currencies, the de- 
terminating influences in the control of which 
will be political and social necessities—an 
ever-increasing struggle between statesmen on 
the one hand and bankers on the other. 

If this general conclusion be at all justified, 
another follows automatically. Even the gold 
standard ean never again be relied upon to 
adjust differences of opinion between Finance 
Ministers and banking interests. Lombard 
street must trust in the force and weight of 
its arguments, and not upon convention and 
tradition, when its policy conflicts with the 
policy of Whitehall. In its turn, and within 
its own sphere, College Green must “gird up 
its loins’’ if the “ business interests” of the 
Free State are to play any effective part in 
checking the incalculable political forces of 
Merrion street. It is upon College Green that 
we must chiefly rely for judgments which will 
secure safe working compromises between one 
main group who will attach supreme import- 
ance to ‘‘ unity of standard ” and an opposing 
group whose members will struggle for
